situation

made an attempt to use the water in 
Cooper's Lake, but it formed an ice 
gorge owing to the extreme cold and 
flooded the land surrounding the vil- 
lage of Shady and began to flow into 
the cellars of the houses in that vi- 
cinity, and,to over-flow the roadway 
and make it impassable. ' 'ihe water- 
rose as high as the iron bridge. 


None of the water from Cooper's 


Lake flowed into the Sawkill creek, 
but over-flowed the surrounding vi- 
cinity and formed an. ice gorge in the 
small tributary connecting ihe lake 
and the creek.
